ANY well-known public men were 
Vi present at the annual banquet of the 
‘‘Hamburg-Bremen Far East Socrety, 
which was held on the 36th anniversary of 
ta. foundation of the society. Representatives 
of several Ministries, including Count 
Schwerin von Krosigk, the Reich Mmister of 
Finance; the armed Forces and economic 
groups were among the 560 guests. State 
Councillor Helfferich, Chairman of the Board 
of the Hamburg-America Line and President 
of the Far East Society, gave an address on 
the arms and work of the Society and Ger- 
many’s relations with countries in the Far 
East. 


ORIENTAL RELATIONS 


The President said that relations between 
Germany and the Far East and Australasia 
had been very friendly during the past year, 
and that he was glad to have had the oppor- 
tunity of welcoming representatives of these 
countries in Germany. Co-operation between 
German industry and German firms abroad 
had been satisfacto-y, although the actual 
volume of trade fluctuated. German exports 
to Southern Asia and Australasia increased 
from 238 million rm. in 1934 to 266 million 
rm. in 1935, but imports fell from 448 million 
rm. to 316 million rm., Australia and New 
Zealand being affected most, Speakmg of the 
economic situation in the world to-day gener- 
ally, Herr Helfferich said that big countries 
which had left the gold standard were experi- 
encing a trade revival and rise in exports, 
whereas countries still on gold, including 
Germany, saw their exports decreasing in spite 
of domestic prosperity. The universal arm of 
all, however, is to reduce imports; a policy 
which, if consistently pursued, must lead to 
the end of world trade. Such a development 
would be against all natural laws. Highly 
civiltsed, manufacturing countries with no 
raw materials of their own, such as Germany, 
cannot keep up an export surplus in the long 
run, but must import greater quantities to 
meet their needs, Such an import sur-

case of England and Holland. A permanent 
economic revival in world trade would only 
be possible after the problem of international 
debts had been solved and free access io raw

WORLD HAPPINESS 


Was the happiness of the world to be 
founded on its limitations? Herr Helfferich 
asked. ‘There were still a milliard people in 
Asia and Africa who were quite uncivilised, 
and millions of acres of lana still unculti- 
vated. This was a task asking for the mental 
and physical co-operation of all nations in a 
spirit of agis - and common sense; a 
task amounting to both the condition and 
fulfilment of European peace. 

The German Minister of Finance (Dr. 
Hjalmar Shacht) began by referring to the 
political situation, and went on to say that 
it would be fatal for nations to persist in 
concentrating only on domestic prosperity, 
because genuine prosperity for all could only 
be achieved if international trade revived. 
It must be Germany’s unswerving aim to re- 
construct her economic relations and regain 
her place in the world trade. 


GERMANY’S NEED 


Count Schwerin von Krosigk said that 
Germany was forced to increase her exports 
to be able to pay he: priva'e commeraial 
debts and preserve her reputation abroad. 
They were all unanimous as to the necessity 
of liberating Germany’s foreign trade from 
its strait-jacket, but this aim could only be 
realised by industry itself, all subsidised 
commerce being already infected by the germs 
of decline. German export trade and ship- 
ping had earned their good name by honest 
and reliable work, and even under the present 
difficult conditions they must endeavour to 
maintain this reputation. The ‘*‘ Far East 
Society ” played un important part in Ger- 
many's relations with overseas countries. 

Mr. H. J. Jessen replied for the guests, 
thanking the Society for its hospitality and 
reiterating the good wishes of the speakers,

(BEFORE THE OHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE

An appeal was brought on behalf of the 
Rev. Percy Harold Richardson, Incumbent 
of the Parish of Collinstown, Co. Westmeath, 
from an order of Mr. Justice Wylie in rela- 
tion to the distribution of the purchase money 
of part of the lands of Ballybeg. 

The order appealed from directed that 
£680, 44 per cent. Land Bonds, portion of 
the purchase money he retained on the alio- 
cation schedule in respect of t-vo annuities of 
£14 and £20 to which the part of the lands 
was subject, until further order, and. that 
scerued and accruing «interest on the £680 
44 per cent. Land Bonds be paid, until further 
order to Mrs. Agnes Mary Henrietta Lyster 
Smythe, of Barbavilla, Collinstown. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Maurice Walker 
(instructed by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and 
MeGillycuddy) appeared for the appellant; 
and Mr. Overencd, K.C., and Mr. Matheson 
(instructed by Messrs. Bowles and French) 
for Mrs. Smythe, the respondent. 

Ihe question, said Mr. Jellett, arose in 
connection with + Chape! of Ease, called the 
Chapel of Ease of Collinstown, which origin- 
auy was erected and endowed bv the late 
Mr. William Barlow Smythe in 1838. The 
annuities created by Mr. Smythe as an en- 
dowment were charged on part of the lands 
of Ballybeg, which had been sold in the 
Land Commission, and Mrs. Smythe, the 
owner, as successor of Mr. Barlow Smythe, 
applied to Mr. Justice Wylie for an order 
that the purchase money should be dis- 
tributed without regard to the annuities. 
The appellant had been deprived. by the 
order of emoluments to which, he submitted, 
he was entitled, and he asked that the order 
of Mr. Justice Wylie should be set aside, 
and that in lieu thereof it should be ordered 
that the £680 % per cent. Land Bonds should 
be paid into the Commissioners for Chari- 
table Donations and Bequests, and that the 
interest should be paid to the Rev. Percy 
Harold Richardson, or the incumbent for 
the time being. 

Mr. Jellett referred to the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Wylie, which stated that the deed of 


1838 recited that Mr. Barlow Smythe had 
built a church at Collinstown as a chapel of 
ease, and a dwellinghouse for the curate. 
Curates were appointed continuously in 
succession up to 1923. The purpose of the 
endowment was that a curate should reside 
there and hold Services apart from the 
mother church. 

The whole point of an affidavit of Mrs. 
Smythe filed in connection with the applica- 
tion to Mr. Justice Wylie was, said Mr, 
Jellett, that because Mr. Richardson did not 
reside in a particular house that was an end 
of the trust; but, looking at the matter from 
a common-sense point of view, it hardly was 
to be supposed that anyone would take up 
the conduct of Services in this chapel ef 
ease without having an amalgamation with 
an adjoining parish. 

For the respondent, Mr. Overend submitted 
that the appellant had shown no locus standt 
whatever, on the evidence before Mr. Justice 
Vylie or in the present court. The Court 
had had clear and definite evidence of a 
person who was admittedly the patron of 
this chapel of ease that there had been no 
curate appointed to this chapel in Collins- 
town since 1925, and the appellant was not 
curate of Collinstown within the meaning of 
the original deed, in so far as it was now 
possible to give effect to that meaning. 

Mr. Overend had nut concluded when the 
Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adjourned until next Monday.

customer on the counterfoil in question. The 
defendant was claiming the money, his state- 
ment being that he had had a ticket in for 
the Derby sweep, but that owing to the 
late arrival of his counterfoil for the sweep, 
he had been informed that the ticket would 
be included in the Cambridgeshire draw, and 
he claimed that that ticket had drawn the 
prize money in question. 

An affidavit by Mr. Walker stated that 
he had produced the winning ticket to 
Messrs. Craig, Gardrfr and Co., chartered 
accountants, Dublin, and had been informed 
that A. G. Leech had lodged a claim to the 
prize, giving as his reason for the non- 
production of the ticket that he had lost 
or destroyed it.

That could 
not be done; even the Labour Government 
of England could not do it. 

Speaking of Post Office Wages, Mr. 
BOLAND said that he was not prepared to 
ask the Minister for Finance to put up the 
ratio of wages until people who were much 
worse off in the country were raised to the 
same level, 

It was hoped that, as soon as possible, 
by using the small automatic services, that 
they might be able to provide night ser- 
vices in small towns.

NTRODUCING, in the Dail last night, the 
estimate for Broadcasting Services, Mr. 
G. BOLAND, Mmister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, said that the amount required 
for the year 1936-37 was £57,700 as compared 
with £40,838 for 1955-36, showing an increase 
of £16,862. The revenue from wireless 
receiving licences last year amounted to 
about £42,500, showing an increase of about 
£8,500. Fees for advertisements and miscel- 
laneous receipts amounted to about £24,000, 
showing an increase of about £10,700 com- 
ared with the previous year. The total 
ns Cór revenue amounted to £66,500. 
The direct expenditure on the broadcast- 
ing service out of all votes las year 
amounted to about £50,000. The number 
of wireless licences issued last year 
was 985,000 an increase of 18,800. 
The revenue from licence fees in the year 
1936-37 was estimated at £50,000, and from 
advertisements at £26,000, making a total 
estimated revenue of £76,000. The direct 
vote expenditure during the year was esti- 
mated at £69,208, showing an estimated 
surplus of £6,792. 


INCREASED POWER 


Provision had been made to increase the 
power of the Athlone high power station 
from 60 kilowatts to 100 scilowatte, which 
was the maximum allowed under interna- 
tional regulations, and it was hoped to have 
the work completed before the end of 1936. 
A beginning had been made in schools broad- 
casts, but in the light of the experience m 
countries which had spent considerable sums 
on broadcasts to schools, it was thought 
advisable to go slowly in this direction. The 
subject was being considered with the De- 
partment of Education. 

Eleven symphony concerts were broadcast 
in the season. Five were station productions, 
five were given by the Dublin Philharmonic 
Society, and one was from University Col:

The Department of Agriculture announces 
that as main crop potatoes imported into the 
United Kingdom will be exempt from import 
duty as from, and including, 26th March, 
1936, the ex bourty at present payable 
in respect of such potatoes exported from 
Saorstat Eireann to Great Britam and 
Northern Ireland will cease to be payable as 
from, and including the date in question, ex- 
cept for exports from the scheduled area in 
County Louth, in respect of which a bounty 
of 5s. per ton will be payable, subject to the 
usual conditions. 

The removal of the import duty by the 
British Government is understood to be due 
to a shortage of potatoes in Great Britain.

dare), the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, stated that Se had :een 
the statement made by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent of the Dublin Union that, due 
to the operation of “rings,” shocking prices 
were being charged for commodities supplied 
to the institution. The article we dhe to— 
a baby’s bath—was not included in the con 
bined purchasing list. The Minister added 
that articles included in the list which could 
be used for the equipment of wards showed 
a reduction on the 1930-31 prices. 

Mr. NORTON said that the ca.e referred 
to was not an isolated instance, and local 
authorities had been compelled to draw atten- 
tion to the rising cost of equipping public 
institutions, on many occasions.

lons of milk sold for human consumption in 
Dublin daily were produced from cows thar 


| were not subject to arry inspection or super 


vision. In all districts in the. country 
veterinary inspectors charged with the super 
vision of the milk supplies had been ap- 
pointed, and it was difficult to see how large 
a number of cows could escape co tg 
or supervision. If, however, any such mils 
was supplied in Dublin the operation of the 
Milk and Dairies Act, 1935, would remedy 
the position in due course. 

In further reply to Mr. Belton, the 
MINISTER stated that local authorities 
advertising for tenders for the supply of milk 
under free milk supply schemes had been 
recommended to give preference to milk from 
tuberculin-tested cows. and where such milk 
was not available at a reasonable price to 
take precautions that the contractor. selected 
would be in a position to provide pure milk. 
His cattle and dairy premises were to be in- 
spected regularity by the veterinary inspector, 
and samples of the milk supplies were to be 
tested from tinre.to time as to quality and 


purity. 
CHEAP LEGAL HELP 
Mr. PATTISON (Labour, Carlow-Kilkenny) 


asked the Minister for Justice if he was aware 
that, due to the absence of an organised 
system providing free legal defence for poor 
persons involved in criminal and civil actions, 
great hardship was inflicted on people with. 
out the means to present their defence m 
the Courts; and whether, in the interests of 
justice, he was prepared to promote the 
establishment of a legal department to advise 
poor persons and to conduct them defence in 
all Courts. 

Mr. G. BOLAND. Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs (for the Minister for Justice), said 
he was not prepared to promote the establish. 
ment of a department on the lines requested. 

Dr. RYAN (for the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce) informed Mr. Everett 
(Labour, Wicklow) that the number of foreign 
workers at present employed by the Ish 
Sugar Company of particular classes were— 
Inspection fitters, 7; master mechanics, 4; 
foremen electricians, 4; shift engmmeers, 10, 
and 32 other skilled workmen. Permits im 
respect of their employment had been issuea 
to the company, The sugar industry, which 
involved many highly technical processes, was 
new to this country, and it was inevitable 
that skilled personnel with the essential 
technical qualifications should be brought 
from other countries. The replacement of 
aliens by national workers was proceeding 
gradually, and the whole position was kept 
under constant review. 


COAL PRODUCTION 


Replying to a question by Mr. R. Mul- 
cahy, Dr. RYAN stated that the amount 
rovided by the Exchequer and ge me in 
he year 1934-35 with a view to developing 
and fostering coal production in the Free 
State was £1,456. ‘The estimated expend- 
ture for the same purpose for 1955-26 was 
£3,900. There was a further sum of approxi- 
mately £3,250 in respect of these operations, 
which would not come in course of payment 
until the next financial year. In addition, 
sums amounting to approximately £4,500 
were expended from moneys for the relief cf 
unemployment, for the purposes of assisting 
in coal development during tlie two financial 
years mentioned.

SPECIAL SERVICE IN 
DUBLIN

| 66 VERY home is a school of Divinity.” 
said the Rev, E. M. Bateman, M.A. 
preaching at a special Service for 
fatherg, mothers, and teachera. held under 
ithe auspices of the Mothers’ Union of the 
Diocese of Dublin, Glendalough, and Kildare. 
in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, last 
night. In nine cases ont of ten, he said a 
child, when he has grown to man’s estate. 
worships the God of his fathers. There is 
sigmificance in the words of the Old Testa. 
ment. The God whom we serve or ‘reject 
is the God interpreted or misinterpreted. 
revealed or caricatured, by the words and 
deeds of our parents and those who frequent 
the homes of our childhood. He referred 
to the attitude that some fathers adopt in 
their homes, making themselves a kind cf 
bogey in the background, and so distorting 
the image of God in the minds of their 
children, and debasing the meaning of the 
word which Christ chose to express 
the character of God in His relation 
to man.’ Remember, he said. we 
achieve our religion § intuitively rather 
than intellectually. We grow into it rather 
than think it out, and in no region of life 
are the influences of first impressions more 
persistent. It is of vital importance that 
- should be in substance true. 

y Holy Baptism the parents had com- 
mitted themselves to a partnership with God 
in the upbringing of the child. By Confir- 
mation he was received into the Church; but 
if he was to lead the rest of his life according 
to this beginning there must be harmonious 
co-operation between the home and the 
Church. 


THE CHURCH’S TASK 


Referring to the task of the Church, the 
preached said that the Church has a right to 
claim that every baptised child should receive 
its religious instruction at the hands of the 
Church, but, unfortunately, in a city where 
the distracting influences of competing reli- 
gious bodies were strong, the assertion of this 
claim was not an insistence. Some ple 
were incredibly careless. Was it fair, he 
asked, to impose upon the Charch the duty 
of a child’s spiritual training and then to 
withdraw the child from the Church's care, 
making it impossible for that duty 
to be fulfilled’? He referred to the 
case of a Church of Ireland child 
being allowed to attend the Service 
of another denomination, and. while he had 
no desire to belittle the work of the other 
denominations, “ they are not the Church of 
[reland,’’ he said; ‘‘ their ways are not our 
ways, and their teaching, even if uncontro-. 
versial, leaves out elements which we con- 
sider important.” Clarity and definiteness 
were of vital importance in teaching the 
young, and these could not be found in a 
vague undenominaticnalism, which resulted, 
not in clarity, but in uncertainty and con. 
fnsion of mind. If their children were to 
grow up into steady, sensible, God-fearing 
men and women, he counselled his listeners 
to make the parish church the centre of their 
religious life till it became a symbol! for 
holmess, truth, and beauty, and al! the 
things of the spirit. 

‘The Mothers’ Union shonld be the great 
ally of the clergy m colving the problem of 
carelessness and disloyalty, which, to a 
greater or less degree, presented itself in 
almost every parish. 

Prayers were offered for the guidance of al! 
those in charge. of the young, and the offer 
tory was on behalf of the Nursery Rescue and 
Protestant Children’s Aid Soctety.

HE Minister for Labour, Mr. J. M. 
Andrgws, in the Northern House of 


Commons to-day, moved the second 
reading of the Bill to Extend Unemployment 
Insurance to Agricultural Workers. “Í have 
felt for some vears,” he said, “that it was 
an anomaly that farm workers were left out 
of our Unemployment Insurance Acts, espe- 
cially as they are insured under our Health 
and Pension Acts under exactly the same 
conditions, including rates of contributions 
aud benefits as other industrial workers 
Proceeding, he said that the bill corresponded 
with the measure which had been passed at 
Westminster. It was estimated that the 
scheme would cover between 31.000 men and 
2.000 women in Northern Ireland. 

The arrangement, he said, recognised that 
unemployment could be dealt with only on a 
national footing. and it endorsed once again 
the fact of their full partnership with their 
fellow-subjects in the United Kingdom. 

Mr. H. Midgley (Lab.) said that for vears 
the Opposition had been urging the Govern- 
ment to provide an unemployment scheme for 
the agricultural labourers. He added that 
no person in Northern Ireland had any mght 
to be thankful to the Minister or the Go- 
vernment for this bill. They were merely 
following Great Britain. 

Mr. Midgley complimented the 
for his refusal to accede to the demands 
of the Firmers’ Union for a reduction ‘rn 
the benefits to be paid under the hall, and 
remarked that the big farmers had hitherto 
been too much pampered by the Govern- 
ment. 

The debate was adjourned until to-morrow.

The D.U T.C. is not in 
the position of an ordinary private firm. 
Both the business and the pleasure of 
half a million citizens depend on its cheap 
and efficient working; a stoppage ocr 
shortage of services, or an increase in 
fares, means real hardship to those half- 
million If the ‘products of a 
business firm become for any reason up: 
available they can be supplied by another 
frm; but, as matters stand at present, 
the services of the D.U.T.C. are indis- 
pensable. It behoves the directors to 
consider first their duty to the public, and 
we have little doubt that, in so doing, they 
will find the only means which can restore 
prosperity to

Free State Apples 


The apple 1s still causing trouble in the 
world, especially in the Irish Free State, 
acecrding to the evidence of | witnesses 
before the Fruit and Vegetable Tribunal. 
It is, however, not so much the fault of 
the orchards as of those who handle the 


crop. In 1934, when the Fruit-Growers’ 
Association tried to raise Free State apples 
to their proper place in the scheme of 
things by issuing tissue wrappers to 
selected growers, the result of their efforts 
was unsatisfactory and discouraging. This 
admission was made by Mr. Bergin, of 
Athy, the Honorary Secretary of the 
Association ; but, despite the initial set. 
back, he has not lost his faith in the 
wrapper. He strongly urged that a 
nationa] mark should be adopted for all 
fruit, and that all graded apples should 
be wrapped in printed tissue wrappers, 
and packed in uniform packages of two or 
three kinds to suit market requirements. 
He also commended the registration of all 
growers and the erection of packing 
stations in various centres. Other sugges. 
tions included the establishment of a 
canning factory, a central cider factory, 
compulsory spraying, contro] of the supply 
to the Dublin market, and a minimum 
area for all commercial orchards. From the 
evidence it would appear that the methods 
of many growers leave much to be desired. 
They are careless, haphazard and, in some 
cases, not too scrupulous. They sin cheer. 
fully against their own interests, and 
laugh tissue wrappers toscorn. Apparently 
there have even been cases of growers who 
“put Brambleys on the market in 
September ’’—an offence which one witness 
seemed to think fully merited ‘‘ something 
lingering, with boiling oil.” Reading the 
proceedings at the sittings of the Com 
mission, one is forced to the conclusion 
that the majority of our fruit-growers 
must be saved from themselves, which will 
mean, incidentally, that the wise growers 
will be saved from the folties of their 
fellows. If it is essential to the salvation 
of the apple trade that the fruit should 
wear tissue paper jackets, it seems clear 
that this can be brought about only by 
legislation.. One grower stated that we 
were hearer an export trade in apples 
than the Commission might think. 
Possibly he is right; but it would be 
more satisfactory to know that our export 
trade would be built up on sound lines, 
so that it could hold its own in the outer 
markets and increase steadily with the 
passage of the years.

Civic Carelessness 


An English artist, Mr. Percy Smith, has 
directed criticism against certain examples, 
small in themselves, but in the aggregate 
important, of civic carelessness. 
towns and countryside,’’ he says, “ are 
too. often made untidy and ugly by the 
misuse of letters.’’ He cites the case of 
lettering over shops; and here, we feel, 
his words are not without application to 
Dublin. How many Dublin shops are 
disfigured in appearance by ugly, pre- 
tentious lettering which makes no effort 
to harmonise itself with the lettering of 
other shops in the same street? How often 
does an accumulation of clashing types 
destroy the decent aspect of a good 
street! In many cases, indeed, there are 
other faults than those of type-design ; 
letters drop off and are not replaced, there 
is bad spacing, there are commas where 
full stops ought to and—most 
common fault of all—apostrophes are 
Doubtless, the offending shop- 
keepers regard these lapses as trivialities, 
and care nothing so long as their names 
are unmistakable; but that attitude. in 
a capital city, admits of no defence, Mr. 
Smith raises another point. ‘‘ Carnot our 
civic authorities,’ he asks, “ seriously 
consider the question of the legibility—I 
might almost say the visibility—of our 
street names!’’ He speaks, we gather, on 
behalf of London, but the demand is 
equally applicable to Dublin. Far too 
many of the name-plates of Dublin streets 
either are placed so high that they cannot 
be read with ease from any lower level 
than the top of a tram, or they are 
begrimed so thickly with the dirt of years 
that no ordinary eyes can decipher them. 
When first installed, doubtless, they were 
attractive plates, but they have long out- 
lived their span of usefulness; and it is 
no unusual thing for a stranger to ask the 
name of a particular street when he is 
standing underneath its own sign. Would 
it cost so much to make a thorough over- 
haul of the city’s name-plates—to clean 
those which still could be restored to their 
one-time freshness, and to replace the rest 
by entirely new plates of similar design? 
We are surprised that the shop-keepers 
and renters of offices in the more impor- 
tant streets have not demanded this reform 
long ago.

SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

A policewoman, captured by the stu- 
dents of Fuhtan University in a serious 
clash with the authorities this morning, 
is being held as hostage. All roads lead- 
ing to the university have been barri- 
caded with barbed wire, and are held by 
the police with drawn revolvers. 

The trouble started when the police 
raided the university in search of anti- 
Japanese agitators. They met with 
violent resistance from the students, and 
were driven off with stones, broken bottles 
and improvised weapons. 

The policewoman and several policemen 
were captured. Subsequently the police 
arrested eight men and girl students, al] 
of whom are alleged to be Communists. 
The policemen are stated to have escaped 
later in the day, but the policewoman is 
held as hostage by the students against 
the release of their comrades. 

This evening the battle started afresh. 
The students attempted a sortie. They 
fell upon the police and the militia who 
wore holding the barricades. After a 
sharp struggle they were driven back. 
One of them thereupon opened fire with a 
ig wounding two policemen in the 
eg. At the same time Captain Lei Pei-wu, 
commanding a detachment of police, re- 
ceived a tremendous blow on the head 
from a brickbat, and was seriously in- 
jured. 


BIG AERODROME FOR 
BERLIN

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Berlin is to have Europe’s largest aero 
drome, according to plans announced 
to-day.

It is not good 
enough that 80 passenger ‘planes should 
have to remain in the open air overnight.”’

The aerodrome, which hitherto covered six 
hundred acres, will be extended to 1,600 
acres.

y at St. James’s Palace yester- 
day was marked by an outspoken attack 
on sanctions and on the Anglo-French 
agreement for mutual naval assistance in 
the Mediterranean by Signor Grandi, the 
Italian delegate. The Treaty was signed 
by Mr. Anthony Eden, Viscount Monsell, 
and Earl Stanhope for Great Britain, and 
by the .representatives of the United 
States, France, and the nations of the 
British Commonwealth, with the exception 
of the Irish Free State and South Africa. 

Signor Grandi’s speech was delivered 
after Lord Monsell (First Lord of the 
Admiralty) and Mr. Norman Davis (head 
of the United States Delegation) had ex- 
pressed their hopes for the success of the 
new Treaty. Lord Monsell had paid a 
tribute to the ‘‘admirable help and co- 
operation ” of the Italian Delegation, and 
had said that the wish was in the minds 
of them all that Italy’s accession to the 
Treaty would not be long delayed. 

Signor Grandi said that his Government 
had hoped that before the conclusion of 
the Conterence the ‘‘ abnormal situation 
in which Italy found herself would have 
been clarified,’’ but that this had not 
happened 

“Only a few weeks after the Naval 
Conference,” he added, “ Italy found her- 
self confronted with agreements of mutual 
naval assistance in the Mediterranean, 
which were openly designed to give 
military support to those very sanctions. 
the iniquity and injustice of which the 
Italian people so deeply resent. . . In 
these circumstances, the Italian Govern- 
ment find themselves compelled to main- 
tain unprejudiced their freedom in tho 
field of naval construction. This is 
the first time” in the history of united 
Italy that our people feel their life being 
imperilled in the Mediterrane2n.”’ 


LORD MONSELL’S REGRET 


Lord Monsell indicated that among the 
principal points of the Treaty were :— 

A greatly elaborated system for the 
advance notification of annual programmes 
and exchange of information far in 
advance of anything in the Washington 
and London Naval Treaty. 

A protocol, in virtue of which all the 
maritime Powers will be invited to accept 
the rules for the treatment of merchant 
ships in time of war, which were embodied 
in the London Naval Treaty of 1930. « 

He said that it was a matter for deep 
regret that the new Treaty differed from 
its predecessors in that there was no pro- 
visions for the direct quantitative limita- 
tion of naval armaments, but it remained 
to be seen whether this would give rise to 
any actual competition in the numbers of 
warships to be laid down in the future. 

“ We ‘have all noted with satisfaction,’ 
he added, ‘‘the assurance given by 
Japanese statesmen that Japan has no 
intention of doing anything which is likely 
to promote a naval race in the future. We 
have every hope that this draft Treaty will 
recommend itself to the Japanese Govern- 
ment when they have had full time and 
opportunity to consider its provisions. 

Mr. Norman Davis also referred to the 
absence of provision for quantitative 
reduction and limitation, and said that in 
this respect the Treaty fell short of their 
best hopes. ‘‘ Whether qualitative, with- 
out quantitative, limitation can, in the long 
run, prove sufficient to prevent competition 
is a matter which only the future can 
determine,”’ he declared. ‘‘ It will depend 
largely on the good-will of the Naval 
Powers in adhering to the letter and spirit 
of the new Treaty whether or not the 
restored freedom as to numbers will be 
abused by extensive building, which 
destroys stability and upsets’ the 
equilibrium of security.

PUBLIC FEELING THE 
STOPPAGE

HERE were no efforts made yesterday 
to bring about a settlement in the 
Dublin coal trade dispute. During the 
day representatives of the Dublin Trade 
Union Council suggested to the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce that 
alternative supplies of fuel should be made 
available for the public. It was suggested 
that this could be done either through a 
State-controlled turf dépét in the city or 
through special arrangements with an 
individual merchant. The Council was in 
touch with the Strike Committee. It is 
understood that this body favours the 
proposal, providing that, if a merchant 
is selected as a distributor, it will not be 
one of the firms involved in the stoppage. 

The unions affected by the strike propose 
to approach the Dublin Corporation re- 
garding the possibility of establishing a 
a cm coal yard. 

Final agreement was reached between a 
Dublin coke merchant and the Strike Com- 
mittee yesterday on the demands of the 
men. Workers employed by this firm have 
been carrying on work as usual since the 
strike began. 


HOSPITALS’ REQUEST 

During the day the management of two 
associated Dublin hospitals appealed to 
the strikers for coal supplies. In a com- 
munication to the Strike Committee it was 
stated that the hospitals devended upon 
steam heating, and that there was only 
two days’ supply in hand. It was pointed 
out that the work of the hospitals would 
have to be curtailed if coal could not. be 
obtained. The Strike Committee referred 
the management to the coke supplier with 
whom a settlement had been made. 

Another vessel arrived at the port 

yesterday. It is not being discharged, as 
its cargo is consigned to a coal merchant 
who is affected by the strike. 
_ No further difficulty has arisen regard. 
ing the discharge of cement cargoes, and 
the strike has not been extended any 
further. 
. Dun Laoghaire coal factors have objected 
to Dublin factors securing supplies at that 
port, and men who went from the city for 
coal returned with empty carts. The Dun 
Laoghaire wharves are now being picketed 
by the strikers. 

Members of the Civic Guard were on 
duty at the various points at which pickets 
had been posted in the city, but there 
were no incidents of any kind. 


PICKETING EXTENDED 

Picketing was extended yesterday to the 
coal offices. On the previous day pickets 
were posted only at yards and wharves. 

The full effects of the stoppage are now 
being felt by the public. This applies par- 
ticularly to those who usually purchase 
their supplies from bellmen in small 
quantities, On the previous day some 
factors appeared on the streets, and coal 
was obtainable at certain shops in the 
working class districts. 

Yesterday there was very little evidence 
of any trade in coal in the city. 

The Port Committee of the Irish Sea- 
men’s and Port Workers’ Union met last 
night to consider the situation. A mass 


meeting of the strikers will be held on 
Sunday.

EGOTIATIONS for an improvement of 
German-Russian trade have been in- 
terrupted as a result of the repeated 
attacks on the Soviet Union by Adolph 
Hitler. The Soviet Trade Commissioner 
has informed Dr. Schacht of this effect of 
the Chancellor’s speeches, and has gone 
to Moscow to report to his Government. 
An appeal to France, and condemna- 
tion of secret treaties and military al- 
liances, were the main points of a speech 
by Herr Hitler to-night at Ludwigshafen, 
near Mannheim, in the Rhineland. 

“TIT do not believe in a man who says 
that Geneva, London or Paris, or others, 
will stand for our rights,” he declared. 
“ No, my people. You must believe in 
your own power, and by streng convic- 
tion you must re-establish your rights and 
honour by your own ability.

An unconfirmed report has been received 
in Paris from London that Herr von 
Ribbentrop suggested to Mr. Eden that he 
should intercede with the French Govern- 
ment in favour of the conclusion of a 
permanent Franco-German Treaty of non- 
aggression. The report continues that the 
suggestion was greeted with no enthusiasm 
in French circles.

DWARD PRESTON BALL, the nine- 
teen-year-old actor son of Dr. Charles 
Preston Ball, made his first appearance in 
the dock of the Dublin District Court 
yesterday to answer the charge of murder- 
ing his mother, Mrs. Lavena Ball, at 23 
St. Helen’s road, Booterstown, bet\s-en 
6.10 p.m. and 7.30 p.m. on February 17. 
The Courtroom was crowded. The 
passages leading to the dock and the 
solicitors’ table were thronged, and the 
police officers of the Court had to order 
the people, a large proportion of whom 
were women of all ages, to leave. There. 
was a rush to the public gallery, and soon 
it was crowded also, people hanging over 
the railings to get a glimpse of the dock. 
After the calling of the case there was 
no appearance of the accused youth in the 
dock. Mr. Cussen, the District Justice, 
who is hearing the case, asked Mr. Kevin

"A memorandum by Mr. Eden states that 
provision is made for the British Govern- 
ment to initiate a consultation in 1940 
with a view to calling a conference in the 
following years to determine whether a 
further reduction in gun calibre and size 
of capital ships is possible. 

“The full extent of reduction and 
limitation aimed at by the British Govern- 
ment has by no means been achieved,' he 
states. ‘‘A substantial measure of success 
has, however, been accomplished.”’ 

The ?eductions in displacement and 
calibre of gun, although not so drastic 
as the Government had hoped, were 
sufficient to ensure considerable financial 
saving in future naval construction pro-

| CORK, Wednesday. 

The conference which is discussing the 
Cork municipal workers’ demands for a ten 
shillings weekly wages increase sat again 
to-day. 

The conference concluded at 2.15 p.m., 
and it was learned that i behalf of the 
City Manager and Aldermen an offer was 
made of an advance of 2s. 6d. weekly in 
wages, but this did not appear acceptable 
to the workers’ representatives. 

In an official statement issued this even- 
ing the City Manager confirms the offer of 
a half-crown increase, and adds: ‘“ The 
City Manager and Aldermen deprecate the 
position in which wage demands can be 
made under threat of withdrawal of labour 
necessary for maintenance of the services 
essential to industrial activity and to the 
health of the citizens, and consequently 
this offer is conditional on the acceptance 
of the principle that the wages pavable to 
unskilled labourers in the employmert of 
the Council should rise or fall with the 
wages pavable to builders’ labourers in the 
City of Cork. 

To-night’s meeting of Cork municipal 
workers, held at Connolly Hall, decided 
by a majority of 168 votes to 6 on a 
ballot Vote to reject the offer made to-day 
on behalf of the Corporation.

HF first moves in the great southern 

offensive, on which the Italians pin 

their hopes of ending the Abyssiman war 
quickly, appear at last to have begun. 

A report received in Addis Ababa says 
that Italian native troops have occupied 
Sasa Baneh, a hundred miles north of 
their fortified base at Gabridihari, and 
only twenty miles from the main advanced 
Abyssinian position at Daggah Bur. The 
Abyssinians’ are underst to be holding 
a forty miles front from Daggah %ur te 
Daggah Modo, which they have fortified 
strongly in the past months. 

It is believed that a second 
column is moving up on the left to pro- 
tect the flank of the main advance. eit 
columns are composed of native regulars 
brigaded with white machine-gunners, all 
carried in lorries supported by mountain 
artillery. | 


ITALIAN TASK 


In Italian military circles it is not ex- 
pected that the Abyssinians will put up 
any stifi resistance before Daggah Bur is 
reached Even then they may retire 
without serious fighting to positions before 
the MHarrar-Jijiga-Berbera road, the 
artery along which most of their supplies 
are now vmported. Such a strategic with- 
drawal would make the Italian task more 
difficult, as the ninety miles from Daggah 
Bur to Jijiga are over rough country offer- 
ing: many opportunities for ambushes and 
couriter-attacks bv a skilful enemy. 

Nevertheless General Graziani is hop- 
ing for a swift success, such as he gained 
over the forces of Ras Desta near Dolo 
early in the year, when his, mechanised 
columns swept through Abyssinian lines 
and cut off their retreat, which was soon 
converted into a rout. However, he has 
now much more able commanders before 
him in the person of the young General 
Nasibu and his veteran Turkish adviser, 
General Wahib Pasha.

ANOTHER BOMBING 


Jijiga was again bombed yesterday for 
the fourth time im as many days. An 
official Abyssinian report states that the 
bombardment was carried out by 24 
‘planes, which destroyed many houses, 
but caused no casualties.

LONDON, Wednesday. 


The sixteenth annual report of the Imperial 
War Graves Commission, issued to-day, 
states, with regard to the Irish Free State, 
that during the year 1934-35 the work of 
construction and permanent marking was 
practically completed, and a few months later 
it was found possible to release the officer 
who had been leat, te the Government of the 
Irish Free State for the purpose of carrying 
out this work, It had been agreed between 
the Commission and the Government of the 
Free State shat the latter Government would 
merk and maintain at its own cost all British 
war graves, and this agreement has been 
carried out by the two Gevernments whieh 
have held office since it was made, 

The Commissioners of Public Works thus 
became responsible for registering 2,550 war 
gravea in 550 cemeteries, for marking them 
with headstones of the standard pattern 
adopted by the Commission, for acquiring 
them where it was necessary, and for arrang- 
ing for permanent maintenance. 

About half of these graves were in the 
military cemeteries taken over from the 
British Government; the rest were scattered 
in every county in the Free State. 

The Commission are grateful to the Com- 
missioners of Public Works for the facilities, 
the support and the help that they have con- 
sistently given to the attached officer,

Duleek Fruit. Growers’ Association, 
stated at the \Yruit and Vegetable 
Tribunal yesterday that the residents in the 
Duleek area specialised in the growing of 
raspberries. There was no other extensive 
raspberry-growing area in the Fice State. 
Previous to 1931 the raspberries were col- 
lected by the managers of the jam manufac- 
turers in a haphazard way In 1930 the fruit- 
growers formed an association. Up to that 
they had been receiving 23d. per |b. for their 
raspberries, but they were then informed by 
the jam manufacturers that only 2d. per Ib. 
coal be given for the remainder of the crop, 
as they had received all they wanted. The 
following year the growers received £26 per 
ton. In 1932 £36 per ton was agreed to at 
a conference in Dublin at the Department of 
Industry and Commerce ; in 1933 £40, and in 
1934 £38. Early in the 1934 season he said 
that he received a complaint from a grower 
in Julianstown that he had barrels of rasp 
berries which he could not dispose of. The 
manufacturers operating in his area would 
not take them. His idea was that the manu. 
facturers were dilly-dallying until they could 
get the pulp at a cheap rate. 
£38 per ton, in the opinion of witness, was 
not sufficient. Family hous helped to keep 
the industry alive. If they were to take 
hired male labour into account the cost of 
production per acre would be £45, exclusive 
of spraying. 


JAM MANUFACTURERS 


If the policy of jam manufacturers in run. 
ning fruit farms of their own were to be 
extended, so as to supply their requirements, 
the witness stated that it would kill the in- 
dustry. About 150 families depended on the 
industry. Last year he had obtained an 
average of 8d. per |b for raspberries in smal] 
quantities in the Dubl': market, which was 
about double what he got from the jam manu 
facturers. 

Mr.. George King, Julianstown, Chairman 
of the Meath and Dublin Fruit Growers’ 
Association, said that the growers of rasp- 
berries vere able te balance their books by 
selling a certai:: amount of choice fruit on 
the Dublin market, where they got from 6d. 
to Is. per lb., and 1s. 3c. per Ib. for extra 
choice raspberries. 

The area under raspberries had diminished. 
In 1889 there were 385 acres under fruit with 
186 growers. and the crop realised £4,436, 
but now it was less than 200 acres. 

The area under strawberries had been 
trebled in the las. four years. In 1933 one 
salesman on the Dublin market sold 9.106 
Ibs. of Free State strawberries and 19,438 lbs. 
from Northern Ireland. In 1934 he sold 
21,039 Ibs of Free State and 24,603 lbs. of 
Northern Irelaid strawberries. 

The Dublin market, he thought, was being 
spoilt by the jar manufacturers, who grew 
raspberries and sold their best fruit and fore- 
stalled the other growers. 

The cultivation of plums, the witness 
stated, was dying out here. The species 
known as ' Victoria’’ had disappeared as the 
result of attacks of the disease known as 
“silver leaf.” If the people were not en- 
couraged to grow plums they would soon 
have none at all 

As to apples, the witness said that some- 
thing should be done to control their supply 
on the Dublin market. Bramlevs se be

PRESERVING HER FORESTS 


Southern Rhodesia is to follow Canada’s 
example in the conservation of her torest 
weal 

The campaign for the prevention of soil 
erosion and the conservation of the Colony’s 
water supplies should be greatly assisted by 
a bill introduced by Parliament to prevent 
the destruction of forests, herbage and other 
vegetation. 

The bill consolidates and amends all 
previous legislation on the subject, and 
tightens up the position generally. 

It is provided that no person shall wilfully 
or negligently set fire to any vegetation which 
is not his property unless he has authority

to do so,¢"%or shall he kindle a fire which 
causes dam» by spreading. ‘Whenever a 


land-owner ihcends to burn vegetation on his 


i own land he must give reasonable notice of 
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his intention to the occupiers of all adjoining 
land. 

In regard to fireguards, any owner or 
occupier of land has the right to call upon 
his neighbour to contribute one half of the 
labour or cost necessary to provide and main- 
tain sufficient fireguards on their common 
boundaries

jointly by the Institute for Electrification of 
Agriculture and the Industrial Institute in 
Leningrad.

In their second full-course trial from 
Putney to Mortlake yesterday, Oxford ac- 
complished the fine time of 18 minutes 59 
seconds—2 minutes faster than their previous 
best figures. Not only the trme, but the way 
they achieved it has caused expert opinion 
to swing in their favour. 

They had ideal conditions for the row—a 
fast flood tide, smooth water and a following 
wind for the greater part of the journey 
They also had the assistance of scratch crews 
for the first time. Mr. C. H. Rew, the 
Cambridge coach, followed the work of the 
rival boat in one of the launches, 

Off the boathouses the Oxford crew were 
joined by a London R.C. eight, and passed 
the mile post in 4 minutes 20 seconds. 
London were cleared just above Harrod’s, and 
Oxford “shot” Hammersmith Bridge in 7 
mmutes 35 seconds. A Midland Bank crew 
gave them a good race from Hammersmith to 
Chiswick Steps, which were passed in 1] 
minutes 47 seconds, and, approaching Barnes 
Bridge, a Westminster Bank eight joined in. 

Winser “shot” the bridge in 16 minutes, 
and from there he put in a great effort to 
catch the scratch eight, and Oxford 
eventually finished just ahead. The rate of 
striking never dropped below 20, and none 
of the crew showed signs of distress.
